LONDON.  Dec.  27  <CP>  -  A  500- 
mile-long  minefield  blanketing  the 
eastern  coast  from  the  Orkneys  to 
the  Straits  of  Dover  was  announced 
by  the  Admiralty  today  as  an  ex- 
I  plosive-laden  reply  to  German  mine 
fields  in  the  North  Sea. 

The  field,  to  be  sown  thirty  to 
!  forty  miles  wide,  beginning  about 
eight  miles  from  shore,  will  protect 
coastwise  shipping.  The  Admiralty 
said  it  was  planned  as  a  reply  to 
the  automatic  moored  mines  lald^by 
Germany  "without  notice  In  the 
North  Sea  outside  territorial  waters 
off  the  British  coast."

Calm  Prevails  in  London-

LONDONDERRY.  Dec.  26  CP) -— 
Calm  prevailed  In  Londonderry 
prison  tonight  as  forty-six  prisoners, 
alleged  members  or  the  outlawed 
Irish  Republic:) n  Army,  were  locked 
in  separate  cells  after  staging  a 
Christmas  Day  mutiny. 

It  was  understood  that  twelve 
IRA.  suspects  were  released  before 
Christmas  after  signing  pledges  of 
allegiance  to  the  King. 

Sixty  mutinous  prisoners,  sus- 
pected of  membership  In  the  out- 
lawed Irish  Republican  Army,  armed 
with  bottles  and  nail-studded 
bfiards.  waged  a  pitched  battle  with 
police  In  the  Jail  before  finally 
surrendering  after  a  flve-hour 
siege. 

The  combined  forces  of.  police, 
troops,  firemen  and  plumbers  were 
required  to  subdue  the  Christmas 
Day  mutiny.  Only  after  the  plumb- 
ers burned  through  barricaded 
steel  doors  with  acetylene  torches 
and  the  firemen  turned  hlgh- 
pressure  hoses  on  the  rioters  was 
order  restored.

As  a  young  man,  he  entered  poll- 
tics  by  way  of  the  Quebec  City 
Council  on  which  he  served  from. 
1908  to  1916.  In  the  latter  year  ha 
was  elected  to  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature for  Quebec  Centre  as  • 
Liberal. 

In  1927  he  was  appointed  a  Judge 
of  the  Qucbtc  Court  of  Appeals  and 
in  1930  he  came  to  Ottawa  as  a 
judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  uf 
Canada. 

Mi  Justice  Cannon  ranked  third, 
in  seniority  among  the  seven  Judge* 
of  the  court.

Finnish  Lapland  had  noticed  large 
quantities  of  Russian  war  materials 
arriving,  and  that  a  new  Russian 
offensive  was  expected  for  Hoyen- 
Jaervi.  sixty  miles  south  of  the 
Arctic,  despite  widespread  blizzards 
and  sub-zero  temperatures. 

The  Finns  have  made  ceaseless 
attacks  on  the  retreating  Russians 
In  this  far  northern  sector,  it  was 
reported,  and  subjected  them  to 
many  surprise  attacks. 

Finnish  headquarters  believed  the 
Russian  withdrawal  In  the  zone 
was  about  over,  however,  and  that 
a  counter -assault  could  be  expected 
with  fresh  men  and  materials 
hurried  northward  to  cope  with  the 
unexpected  Finnish  resistance  de- 
spite severe  weather  in  the  bleak 
country. 

The  Finns  said  the  Russian  re-

friends. 

STAUN  ANNOYED 

Stalin  was  described  as  being 
provoked  with  reverses  experienced 
in  the  Arctic  fighting  and  as  being 
determined  upon  a  vigorous  initia- 
tive on  that  front.

Finnish  fire  took  a  heavy  toll  of 
the  attackers  as  they  attempted  to 
cross  the  frozen  surface  of  Lake 
Suvanto  in  bitter  cold. 

Altogether,  the  Finns  said,  twen- 
ty-three planes  were  shot  down  in 
a  day  of  fighting.  ' 

nVONMUl  TAKEN 

The  evening  communique*  of  the 
Finnish  command  said  that  Finnish 
troops  captured  fifty  prisoners,  dis- 
abled two  tanks  and  seized  quanti- 
ties of  war  materials,  including  six- 
teen machine  guns  In  the  Lake 
Suvanto  sector. 

Fighting  continued  farther  north, 
to  the  east  of  Lieska.  from  which 
the  Finns  previously  had  been  re- 
ported driving  across  the  Soviet 
frontier  In  the  direction  of  the  Mur- 
mansk Railway.     The  Finns  said 


that  they  had  destroyed  twenty 
enemy  trucks  there. 

Activity  also  was  reported  at  Suo- 
mussalmi,  near  the  middle  of  the 
eastern  frontier,  where,  the  com- 
munique said,  two  Russian  tanks  had 
been  destroyed. 

Elsewhere  the  Finns  reported  that 
the  eastern  front  remained  quiet 
with  the  exception  of  patrol  skirm- 
ishes and  artillery  fire  northeast  of 
Lake  Ladoga. 

REDS  BOMn  CITIES 

Yesterday,  the  Finnish  communi- 
que said,  the  Russians  made  use  of 
favorable  weather  to  bomb  numer- 
ous points  behind  the  lines.  Includ- 
ing Helsingfors.  Turku.  Tampere, 
Hanko,  Provoo.  Viipurl  (Vlborgi, 
Rllhimaki.  Elisenvaara  and  Ilo- 
mant&l. 

The  bombing,  however,  was  done 
from  a  great  height,  the  Finns  said, 
and  damage  was  "comparatively 
light," 

In  addition  to  bombing  Vlipuri 
from  the  air.  the  Russians  shelled 
the  sea -coast  city  at  the  head  of 
the  Oulf  of  Finland  at  intervals 
throughout  last  night  with  long

Quotation  Used  by  Kins 
Written  Many  Years  A  so 


LONDON.  Dec  26  (CP)  —A  quota- 
tion used  by  the  King  in  his  Christ- 
mas broadcast  to  the  Empire  which 
stumped  literary  authorities  the 
world  over  was  identified  tonight  as 
coming  from  the  work  of  a  woman 
writer.  Miss  M  L  Hasklns. 

The  British  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany said  MLss  Haskins  used  the 
words  cited  by  His  Majesty  In  an  in- 
troduction to  a  book  of  verses  called 
The  Desert."  privately  printed  and 
circulated  many  years  ago.  Literary 
celebrities  had  variously  attributed 
the  quotation  to  O.  K.  Chesterton. 
Rudyard  Kipling  and  other  writers, 
but  had  been  unable  to  find  Its 
source. 

In  announcing  the  author  of  the 
quotation,  the  BBC  did  not  tndlf 
cate  how  It  had  been  run  down. 
KIM.  IMPRESSED 

Sources  close  to  the  King  said  lie 
had  read  the  passage  recently  and 
been  Impressed  with  it.  but  did  not 
know  who  had  written  IU  The 


tation.  with  which  His  Majesty 
ended  his  broadcast,  ran  as  follows: 

"I  said  to  a  man  who  stood  at  the 
gate  of  the  year.  Give  me  a  light 
that  I  may  tread  safely  into  the  un- 
known." and  he  replied.  'Go  out  into 
the  darkness  and  put  your  hand  into 
the  hand  of  God  Ttiat  shall  be  to 
you  better  than  light  and  safer  than 
the  known  way  .'  " 

In  the  search  to  determine  the 
origin  of  the  quotation  it  was  estab- 
lished that  Mrs  J.  C.  M.  Allen,  of 
Flicton,  sent  It  in  a  letter  to  The 
Time*,  at  the  start  of  the  war  last 
September  She  got  it  from  a 
Christmas  card  sent  out  last  year 
by  the  daughters  of  the  late  Dr 
Richard  Olovrr  of  Bristol. 

Further  Inqulrr  showed  tfiat 
twenty-five  years  ago  Dr  Olover 
heard  the  words  quoted  by  a  young 
singer.  Madame  Katherlne  Gerrlsh.

NEW  YORK,  Dec.  26  (/P).— Finland's  small  army  will  be 
able  to  hold  off  Russian  forces  at  least  until  the  late 
Spring  or  early  Summer  of  1940,  says  spokesman  for  the 
20,000-odd  Finns  living  in  the  New  York  metropolitan  area. 

Ever  since  the  close  of  the  first  | - 
Great   War.  from   which  Finland 
emerged  with  its  independence,  the 
nation  has  been  preparing  for  "the 
next  war,"  they  point  out. 

The  nature  of  those  preparations 
is  an  index  to  the  stubborn  resist- 
ance put  up  by  the  Finns,  as  de- 
tailed in  Finnish  communiques, 
since  the  start  of  fighting  with  Rus- 
sian forces  on  November  30. 

Training  and  terrain  are  the  cor- 
nerstones of  the  Finnish  defence 
The  land  itself,  cupped  with  lakes 
and  studded  with  forests,  forbids 
large-scale  troop  movements,  espe- 
cially in  the  Winter  and  Spring, 
except  with  almost  overwhelming 
difficulty.  It  is  no  place  for  the  use 
of  mechanized  and  highly-motorized 
equipment,  employed  so  effectively 
by  the  Germans  in  Poland. 

What  Summer  and  a  dry  terrain 
will  mean,  no  Finn  will  hazard  to 
guess. 

Finnish  fighting  bears  remarkable 
similarities  to  that  in  the  Indian 
wars  of  early  North  American 
history. 

TRAINING  AN  ARM V 

For  twenty  years  23,000  Finns  have 
been  inducted  into  the  army  annu- 
ally lor  training.  Every  five  years 
they  returned  for  a  month's  "re- 
fresher course."  They  have  been 
taught  marksmanship,  the  use  of 
skiis  and,  most  important,  methods 
of  orientation  to  prevent  their  be- 
coming lost  in  the  forests. 

Of  paramount  importance  to  the 
Finnish  defence  has  been  the  meth- 
odical photographing  and  charting 
of  all  frontier  areas.  Along  the 
Mannerheim  Line,  fortified  in  depth 
like  the  Maglnot  and  Siegfried  Lines, 
every  sector  has  been  blocked  out  in 
numbers.  Finnish  residents  here 
say  that  is  responsible  for  the  re- 
markable accuracy  of  Finnish  ar- 
tillery fire. 

Buttressing  land  frontier  fortifi- 
cation are  those  along  the  Gulf  of 
Finland,  from  Koivisto  to  the 
Aaland  Islands.  Coastal  batteries 
have  an  overlapping  fire.  Any  ves- 
sel approaching  the  eoast  comes 
within  the  range  of  at  least  two 
series  of  gun  emplacements. 

FLOATING  DEFENCE 

The  floating  coastal  defence  con- 
sists of  two  "ironclads,"  lour  light 
cruisers,  seven  destroyers,  five  sub- 
marines and  a  fleet  of  motor  tor- 
pedo boats  similar  to  those  used  by 
Oreat  Britain  during  the  last  war. 
fast  and  deadly  against  lightly- 
armored  warships. 

Weather,  scattered  military  objec- 
tives and  the  purchase  of  extraordi- 
narily accurate  Swedish  anti-air- 
craft guns,  which  were  acquired  In 
quantity  by  both  Great  Britain  and 
Germany  prior  to  the  start  of  the 
war  in  Western  Europe,  render  Fin- 
land more  immune  than  the  average 
country  to  air  attacks.  The  Finns 
also  are  counting  on  their  custo- 
mary Winter  fog  and  clouds  to  dis- 
courage such  attacks. 

The  same  weather  makes  air  ob- 
servation, indispensable  to  the  high 
commands  in  launching  offensives, 
very  difficult. 

Yet  the  Finns  need  aircraft,  as 
was  evidenced  by  the  recent  pur- 
chase of  forty -four  United  States 
fighting  planes.  They  entered  the 
war  with  perhaps  300  warplanes. 
purchased  from  Italy.  Germany  and 
Great  Britain.  The  Government  it- 
self manufactures  one  type  of  ob- 
servation plane. 

FLYKRS  AVAILABLE 

It  is  estimated  Finland  has  fully 
5.000  flyers,  military  and  non  -  mili- 
tary, available  for  war  duty. 

The  infantry  "effectives"  of  Fin- 
land have  been  estimated  at  slightly 
in  excess  of  300.000  men.  though 
dispatches  from  abroad  have  put  the 
figure  as  high  as  400,000..  The 
standing  army  before  the  war  with 
Russia  began  numbered  no  more 
than  30.000 

Behind  it  stood  the  reserves— men 
with  the  required  years  military 
training— and  members  of  the  Civic 
Guard. 

Finnish  boys,  fourteen  to  fifteen 
years  old.  frequently  Join  the  Civic 
Guard  prior  to  being  called  up  for 
a  year's  duty  with  the  regular  armv 
Finally,  because  of  their  knowl- 
edge of  the  weather  and  terrain,  the 
Finns  have  developed  equipment 
which  has  manoeuvrability,  a  major 
requisite  Their  light  machine  gun. 
intended  for  the  use  of  two  men  but 
built  for  one  if  necessary,  was  de- 
veloped for  a  "war  of  movement  '  by 
small  bodies  of  soldiers  who  fall 
upon  the  enemy  unexpectedly.  The 
Finnish  "machine  pistol."  standard 
equipment  for  the  soldier,  was  in- 
vented for  the  same  purpose.  .

£5,000.000;  pork,  £1.250,000;  sugar. 
£5,500,000;  lead,  £3.000,000;  zinc  and 
copper,  £1.180,000;  canned  and  dried 
fruits.  £2.800  000,  and  wheat  and 
flour,  £8,000,000. 

ISSUM  WARNING 

At  the  same  time.  R.  C.  Spender, 
acting  as  Federal  Treasurer,  issued 
a  warning  against  "rosy  and  im- 
possible dreams"  of  what  these  sales 
mean  to  Australia. 

"There  is  a  curious  delusion,"  he 
says,  "to  Imagine  that  our  London 
coffers  wyi  shortly  be  overflowing 
to  a  degree  which  will  suggest  either 
repayment  of  external  debt  or  an 
appreciation  of  the  Australian  pound 
in  relation  to  sterling.  (An  Austra- 
lian pound  r.ow  is  the  equivalent  of 
16  shillings  sterling.  )" 

Actually,  Mi.  Spender  says.  Aus- 
tralia must  prepare  for  "some 
tightening  of  the  belt."  The  export 
price  level  of  these  sales  to  Britain 
is  10  to  15  per  cent  better  than  last 
year,  but  about  5  per  cent  below 
1937-38,  when  Australia  had  a  seri- 
ous adverse  balance  of  payments.  In 
1936-37.  when  Australia  had  a  large 
favorable  export,  prices  were  20  per 
cent  above  the  average  rates  <ft  sales 
to  Britain  under  the  war  contracts. 
It  is  explained,  too.  that  though  the 
volume  of  possible  exports  will  be 
high,  it  ls  unknown  how  much  can 
be  marketed  because  of  shipping 
problems. 

INCOME  IMPAIRED 

Wheat  sales  are  uncertain  and 
there  will  be  practically  no  exports 
t>ossible  of  fresh  apples  and-  pears, 
normally  quite  a  large  source  of 
national  Income. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  favor- 
able balance  of  overseas  trade  will 
exceed  £15.000.000.  while  payments  in 
London  on  account  of  the  service 
of  governmental  and  semi-g  overn- 
mental  debts  amount  to  £27.500,000 
a  year.  g 

Moreover.  Australia  has  large  com- 
mitments for  war  purchases  for 
military  purposes  in  Britain,  and 
her  commitments  for  the  Empire  Air 
Force  training  system  in  Canada  are 
as  yet  unknown.  These  things  will 
further  affect  Australian  London 
balances.

AUSTRALIAN  AIR 
UNIT  IN  ENGLAND 


Continued  from  Page  1 

Service  Forces,  there  has  arrived  in 
this  country  the  first  squadron  of 
the  Royal  Australian  Air  Force,"  the 
newspaper  said.  "This  is  not  only  a 
complete  but  fully-trained  unit, 
ready  to  take  its  part  in  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Royal  Air  Force  at 
once.  Its  airmen,  drawn  from  all 
parts  of  Australia,  have  been  serv- 
ing In  the  Royal  Australian  Ah* 
Force  for  several  years,  and  are 
therefore  a  well -seasoned  team,  in 
which  pilots,  observers,  gunners  and 
ground  staff  arc  nil  included. 

"The  Commonwealth  has  lost  no 
time  In  giving  earnest  proof  of  the 
assurance  of  her  Air  Minister  that 
'Australia  has  never  been  so  unani- 
mous about  anything  as  about  Its 
determination  to  see  this  war 
through  to  a  successful  Issue.' 

"The  arrival  of  these  vanguards 
from  Canada  and  the  Antipodes 
must  be  disconcerting  for  an  enemy 
whose  broadcasts  recently  were  an- 
nouncing a  weakening  in  the  war 
effort  of  the  Dominions" 


of  many  classes  of  engineers,  or 
even  an  animal  trainer  or  a  water 
finder  that  the  army  needs.  Dr. 
Tory's  branch  can  supply  them. 

Less  than  two  months  after  Its 
organization  under  Dr.  Tory,  presi- 
dent of  the  Royal  Society  of  Can- 
ada, former  head  of  the  National 
Research  council  and  now  one  'of 
the  Government's  dollar-a-year  men, 
close  to  10.000  technicians  have  been 
listed.  '  • 

FILL  ANY  REQUEST 

"We  have  had  only  two  requests 
for  technical  men  for  special  work 
at  the  National  Research  Council," 
said  Dr.  Tory  today.  "They  are  the 
first  to  be  called,  but  there  will  be 
more  as  the  war  progresses.  I  think 
we  can  easily  fill  any  request  made 
to  as  for  technical  skill  of  any  type. 

"Our  Job  is  to  classify  technicians 
and  assign  them  to  firms  or  Gov- 
ernment agencies  needing  their  help 
in  furtherance  of  the  war  effort." 

Engineers  are  classified  under  the 
heading  "engineers,"  but  are  broken 
down  into  120  groups.  It  is  the  same 
for  chemists,  scientists,  and  experts 
in  other  lines.  There  are  dog  and 
other  animal  trainer?-,  water  find- 
ers, automobile  drivers,  mechanics, 
road  builders,  horse  drivers  and 
hundreds  of  other  specialized  men. 

"We  won  t  take  a  man  away  from 
his  present  occupation  if  we  can't 
offer  him  something  better."  said 
Dr.  Tory. 

During  the  first  Great  War  Dr. 
Tory  organized  a  body  of  men  to 
look  after  education  of  the  Canadian 
overseas  forces.  That  group  became 
known  as  the  "khaki  college."  The 
nickname  this  time  might  well  be 
"Tory's  technicians."

RETAIL  STORES 
OPEN  ALL  DAY 

New  Weekly  Half-Holiday 
Law  Will  Bring  Changes 
This  Week  and  Next 


Changes  in  the  Weekly  Half-Hol- 
iday Act  made  at  the  last  session 
will  apply  this  week  and  next  to 
govern  retail  store  hours  through- 
out the  province.  Today,  the  cus- 
tomary weekly  half-holiday  will  be 
suspended,  because  there  has  al- 
ready been  two  clear  week-day  hol- 
idays in  the  period.  Next  week, 
however,  retail  stores  In  this  area 
must  close  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
because  only  one  holiday  will  have 
preceded  It  In  the  same  week. 

Whil«  the  Legislature  amended 
the  Weekly  Half-Holiday  Act,  noth- 
ing was  done  with  the  Factories 
|  Act  at  the  same  time.  Factories 
(outside  the  Weekly  Half-Holiday 
Act  benefit  neither  from  the  half- 
holiday  statuie.  nor  from  many  of 
the  otherwise  public  holidays.  Box- 
ing Day  was  a  work  day  in  most 
British  Columbia  factories.  On  the 
other  hand,  industrial  plants  secure 
the  older  form  of  half-holiday,  clos- 
ing on  Saturday  afternoons. 

Yesterday  was  a  holiday  for  all 
provincial  staffs  and  public  build- 
ings. The  Legislative  Buildings  and 
provincial  offices  throughout  the 
province  remained  closed,  with  only 
maintenance  staffs  in  police  and 
other  services  at  work,  At  the  pro- 
vincial capital  the  day  was  quiet, 
with  offices  closed  and  most  of  the 
Cabinet  in  their  home  ridings  for 
the  holiday  period.

HISTORIC  PLAY 
WELL  RECEIVEO 

Maurice  Colbourne's 
"Charles  the  King"  Wins 
Plaudits  for  Company 


A  noble  play,  rich  in  dramatic  and 
moving  situations,  with  impressive 
figures  saying  and  doing  memorable 
things,  is  Maurice  Colbourne's 
chronicle  play,  "Charles  the  King," 
which  last  night  closed  a  two-day 
engagement  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Theatre  and  at  the  same  time  ter- 
minated the  visit  here  of  the  Col- 
bourne- Barry  Jones  Company  which 
is  in  Canada  under  the  auspices  of 
the  British  Council. 

The  play  is  a  living  and  compell- 
ing study  of  Charles  and  his  times. 
Charles  I  was  the  only  king  ever  j  | 
executed  in  England.  This  fact 
alone  suggests  the  passion  of  politi- 
cal and  religious  feeling  of  the  pe-  1 1 
riod.  Maurice  Colboume,  who  de- 
voted fourteen  months  to  study  of 
chronicles  of  those  eventful  years, 
undertook  a  prodigious  task  in  at- 
tempting to  condense  the  twelve 
years  into  theatre  dimension.  What 
he  has  achieved  is  a  finely  con- 
densed sequence  of  the  principal 
incidents  of  this  momentous  and 
disturbed  period  in  England's  his- 
tory, with  its  tremendous  cjash  of 
opposing  political  theories. 

Colbourne  began  his  research 
with  the  Idea  of  dramatizing 
Charles,  and  ended  by  becoming  his 
ardent  protagonist,  by  becoming 
convinced  that  Charles  was  a  great 
patriot,  a  monarch  of  the  loftiest 
Ideals,  a  just  king  and  human,  who. 
above  all  else,  sought  impartial  and 
fair  treatment  for  Catholic  and 
Protestant  alike,  and  the  preserva- 
tion and  widening  of  the  liberties  of 
his  people. 

Ml  LTtTUDI  OF  ACTORS 

In  his  drama,  with  its  forty-eight 
characters  and  thirteen  scenes,  the 
author  has  accomplished  the  double 
fent  of  creating  a  fine  drama  and 
entertainment,  and  of  restoring 
Charles  to  what  he  considers  his 
rightful  place  in  the  esteem  of  the 
British  people.  His  portrait  of 
Charles  is  masterly.  The  build-up 
of  character  Is  completely  and  mov- 
ingly convincing,  60  convincing,  in 
fact,  that  Colbourne's  conception  of 
Charles  as  a  grave,  heroic  and  tra- 
gic figure,  dominating  every  scene, 
emerges  despite  Barry  Jones'  per- 
haps too-gentle,  too-whlmslcal,  too- 
lacklng-in-authority  presentation  of 
the  part.' 

It  was,  nevertheless,  a  fine  por- 
trayal, the  most  poignant,  sincere, 
and  convincing  moment  in  which 
was  in  the  last  scene,  where  the 
doomed  King  bade  farewell  to  his 
two  children  a  few  minutes  before 
he  ascended  the  scaffold.  There 
were  numerous  other  moments  in 
the  moving  drama  where  the  King's 
bearing  could  not  but  evoke  genu- 
ine admiration  and  pity. 

The  author  has  made  no  attempt 
to  conceal  hi*  dislike  of  Cromwell. 
First  in  the  long  procession  of  other 
Interesting  figures  of  the  drama, 
this  great  adversary  of  Charles,  this 
protagonist  of  the  other  Ideology  in 
the  great  political  struggle,  was 
played  by  Beckett  Bould,  who  made 
a  good  picture  of  Cromwell  as  a  big- 
oted, blustering  tyrant  who  had 
practically  no  redeeming  qualities 
of  character  excrpt  energy  and  de- 
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termination  and  ability  to  command 
soldiers. 

CLEAN  DIFFERENTIATION 

A  multitude  of  other  Interesting 
personalities,  all  sharply  differenti- 
ated, move  across  Colbourne's  stage 
Among  many  memorable  portrayals 
was  that  of  Maurice  Colbourne  as 
Stafford,  a  magnetic,  dramatic  per- 
sonality who  com  pie  ley  dominated 
the  brief  scene  in  which  he  ap- 
peared; Harvey  .Brabans  aa  the 
Scottish  Covenanters'  envoy,  the 
rugged  and  forthright  Earl  of  Tra- 
quair;  Cyril  Gardiner  as  the  King's 
trusted  servant,  Thomas  Herbert,  a 
character  which,  although  quiet  and 
unobtrusive,  impressed  by  its  con- 
sistent nobility  of  bearing;  Stan- 
ley Lathbury  as  the  King's  equally 
devoted  physician.  unvaryingly 
deeply  considerate  of  his  Royal  pa- 
tient's well-being;  Lawrence  Hanray 
as  the  bigoted  Archbishop  Laud; 
Earl  Grey  as  the  Secretary  of  State; 
Jack  Brown  as  the  indiscreetly 
violent  Prynne;  Stanley  Groome  as 
the  staunch  Pym;  and  the  two 
ladies,  of  the  cast,  Jeslca  Tandy, 
emotionally  strong  as  Charles' 
queen.  Henrleta  Maria;  and  Joy 
Harrington  as  the  exurberant  and 
fickle  Countes  of  Carlisle. 
.  Despite  the  many  ,  scenes  and 
many  characters,  and  the  complex- 
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ities  and  difficulties  implied  in  a 
play  of  this  type,  the  production 
was  first -class  tliroughout.  the 
Seventeenth  Century  atmosphere 
being  greatly  assisted  by  the  au- 
thentic and  elaborate  costumes  and 
the  effective  scenery. 

Vlrtorla  playgoer-,  as  eLsewhere  in 
Canada,  expressed  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  various  scenes,  being 
particualrly  enthusiastic  In  their  ap- 
plause of  the  sympathetic  portrait 
of  Charles,  and  Colbourne's  lively 
Interpretation  of  people  and  event* 
long  post,  but  brought  to  life  again 
by  hLs  keen  imagination  and  ieal- 
ous  pen.

Interviews  given  by  Lord  Riv- 
erdale.  head  of  the  British  Air  Mis- 
sion, when  he  arrived  in  Canada,  in- 
dicated plans  to  train  up  to  25.000 
pilots  yearly.  Canada  was  to  fi- 
nance the  capital  costs  of  the  scheme 
< estimated  variously  at  amounts  up 
to  $900  000.0001  and  recover  from  the 
other  Dominions  an  allowance  for 
each  pilot  trained.  Canadian  finan- 
cial authorities  balked  at  this  pro- 
posal, declaring.  It  is  said,  that  Can-

Rus.-.lan 
scientist  at  Churchill.  Man.,  have 
brought  new  ho|>c  to  the  Cn-lo-the- 
Bay  Association  in  their  struggle  to 
popularize  the  Hudson  Bay  shipping 
route. 

The  assoclai.  >n,  founded  in  1923, 
Is  convinced  the  northern  route  from 
Canada  will  prove  the  safest  If  the 
war  lasts  long  enough.  With  Dr 
Bajkov  s  declaration  that  the  port 
ran  be  kept  open  almost  the  yeai- 
round.  the  association  kj  hoping  the 
Bay  route  will  get  its  first  real 
break  '  Plans  are  under  way  fof  a 
campaign  to  bring  the  associations 
views  before  the  public. 

Dr.  Bajkov,  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Czecho-Slovakia  and  the 
University  of  Manitoba  and  a  prom- 
inent hydrologlst  and  biologist,  has 
made  an  extensive  study  of  the 
Hud.  on  Bay  district  from  his  pri- 
vate research  station  at  Churchill. 
SHORT  DISTANT  I 

In  lus  report,  submitted  to  the 
association  this  month.  Dr.  Bajkov 
claims  only  one-half  to  three  miles 
of  ice  at  the  mouth  of  the  Churchill 
harbor  would  have  to  be  kept  oi*n 
to  facilitate  continuous  shipping 
through  the  northern  passage. 

Dr.  Bajkov's  report  said: 

"Hudson  Bay  and  Hudson  Strait 
never  freeze  in  Winter.  The  ice 
from  Fox  Channel,  considered  in 
some  quarters  as  the  chief  menace 
to  the  extension  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
route,  is  not  a  determining  factor  at 
all. 

"The  local  Ice  condition  at 
Churchill  determine*  the  cloning 
date.  The  open  water  during  the 
severest  part  of  Winter  is  only  one- 
half  to  three  miles  from  Churchill, 
and  I  can  ?ee  the  possibility  of  navi- 
gation for  nearly  all  year."

MATTER  FOR 
CLOSE  STUDY 

Construction  and  Armament 
Of  Graf  Spee  Calls  for 
Expert  Speculation 


By  The  Canadian  Preaa 
Destruction  of  the  German  pocket 
battleship  Admiral  Graf  Spee  by 
British  cruisers  of  inferior  armor 
and  Are  power  may  be  a  matter  for 
Jubilation  in  Allied  countries  and 
disappointment  In  Germany.  But 
for  a  small  coterie  of  highly  skilled 
naval  experts  throughout  the  world 
it  is  a  matter  for  close  study  and 
analysis. 

It  explodes  the  theories  of  some 
It  confirms  those  of  others. 

In  the  construction  of  the  pocket 
battleships  the  German  designers 
packed  more  firing  power  into  less 
space  than  was  ever  done  before. 

One  of  the  principles  governing 
battleship  construction  is  thaUi  ship 
must  displace  a  certain  amount  ot 
water  In  order  to  mount  guns  of  a 
certain  calibre.  The  effect  of  the 
recoil  of  a  large  gun  on  a  ship  Is 
terrific.  The  bigger  the  gun  the 
stronger  must  be  the  ship  and  the 
more  solidly  it  must  sit  In  the  water 

The,  secret  of  the  pocket  battle- 
ships lay  in  the  weight  of  their 
guns  as  against  the  weight  of  the 
ships.  Failure  of  the  Graf  Spee  to 
overcome  smaller  British  craft  with 
smaller  guns  suggests  the  Germans 
were  not  as  successful  as  they 
thought  In  overcoming  the  estab- 
lished principles  of  warship  con- 
struction. 

PRh.sKNT  PBOSLKMI 

Naval  experts  will  study  every  de- 
tail of  the  battle  to  determine 
whether  the  Graf  Spee  failed  be- 
cause her  guns  were  too  heavy  or 
because  of  other  circumstances. 

If.  as  some  expert.-,  believe,  the 
ship  was  top-heavy  with  guns  Ger- 
many's other  pocket  battleships,  the 
Admiral  Schecr  and  the  Deutsch- 
land.  will  command  less  respect 
than  hitherto. 

The  pocket  battleships  were  de- 
signed primarily  to  get  around 
treaty  restrictions  on  the  size  of 
warships,  but  they  were  also  looked 
upon  as  distinct  Improvements  over 
the  cruisers  used  by  Germany  as 
commerce  raiders  in  the  first  Great 
War.

Nazis  Reported  Taking  Ad- 
vantage of  Russia's  Posi- 
tion in  Finnish  War 

MOSCOW,  Dec.  26  <CP-HavasY— 
Oermany  Is  taking  advantage  of 
the  Russian  armies'  difficulties  in 
Finland  to  gain  a  number  of  con- 
cessions from  the  Soviet  Union  that 
would  have  been  impossible  If  the 
Red  Army's  prowess  had  lived  up 
to  advance  prediction,  foreign  ob- 
seners  said  tonight. 

Already  German  pressure  has  led 
to  the  departure  from  Moscow  of 
Dr.  Zdenek  Ficrluiger.  former 
Czeeho-Slovak  minister  to  the  Soviet 
Union,  who  refused  to  surrender  his 
legation  when  his  nation  disappeared 
into  the  Nazi  maw  last  March,  these 
sources  pointed  out. 

The  Soviet  Union  also  has  agreed 
to  permit  railway  traffic  between 
Russia  and  Oermany  through  the 
Russian  part  of  dismembered  I\>land 
at  eight  different  points.
